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if we fhould admit this, any Rule of judging could be 
fettled for the future ; or how a Power fuperior to that 
of the King and P—— can agree either with the Com- 
mon Law of thé Land, or the Common Senfe of the 
People, it depends upon thefe great Men, their Ora- 
tors and Scribes to make out. And till this is done, I 
crave Leave to fay, that their Pretenfions are as illegal, 
as the Language they ufe is generally indecent. 

However, that we may not feem to copy thofe Pra- 
tices we condemn, or to expeét that bare Affertions 
fhould be taken on one Side, while we demand Argu- 
ment and Evidence on the other, let us examine the 
chief Things that have been lately faid, candidly and 
fairly ; for furely to this or to no good Purpofe, are 
Appeals made te the People, and the Publick are to 
decide according to the Rules of Equity, if they are to 
decide at all. If Clamour alone were to ‘intimidate 
fuch as differ in Sentiments from thofe who flile them- 
felves Patriots, it is certain the Miniftry had long ago 
wanted Advocates ; but as there is a Merit in accufing 
guilty Great Men, fo it is juft and honourable to de- 
fend the Innocence of thofe who are attack’d only be- 
caufe they are Great. With a View to this and this 
only, fuch Anfwers fhall be given to certain Heads of 
alate Charge, as confifts with the Information of a 
Private Man, who is not either afraid or afhamed of 
owning his Attachment to an Adminittration, who as 
they have rifen by fupporting cannot fall but with the 
Conftitution. 

It has been faid, that our late Augmentations were 
made without any vifible Neceiflity. I readily admit, 
that if this really was fo, fuch as advifed thefe Augmen- 
tations would be criminal. I prefume, however, that 
there muft be fome Means of coming at Certainty in 
this Cafe ; for if there be no Standard whereby the 
People may judge when Neceflity is real, and when it 
is only pretended, then*Appeals fignify nothing : For 
to what Purpofe fhould the Opinions of thofe Men be 
asked, who have no Opportunity of framing a right 
Opinion? It is clear from the ancient Hiitory and 
Laws of this Kingdom, that our Kings formerly raifed 
Forces, when they apprehended them to be neceflary, 
by virtue of their Prerogative : But fince the Revolution 
this has been rarely done, and when it has been done, 
Minifters have always thought themfelves accountable 
to Parliament. The prefent Adminiftration have fub- 
mitted this Point, as they do all others of any Import- 
ance, to the Confideration of Parliament. The only 


| Thing therefore in which they can poflibly be culpable, 


is in propofing an Augmentation before it was neceflary, 
or a greater than is neceflary. In order to charge them 
with this Crime, the firft Step is to thew that the Par- 
liament hath difapproved their Reafons. To fay any 
Thing elle is to fay nothing. If no Meafures were to 
be taken but in confequence of unanimous Approbation, 
we fhould never make any Augmentation, let the Ne- 
ceflity be ever fo great; becaufe we fhall never want 
fome amongit us on the fame Side with Neceflity. Be- 
fides, in the prefent Cafe even the People are in fome 
meafure Judges of the Neceflity. All Europe is at pre- 
fent in Motfon, tho” we and Spain are the only Powers 
actually engaged in War. In fuch a Situation ought 
we not to be provided to defend ourfelves and fuccour 
our Allies ; or if this be thought no Reafon, will ever 
any Miniitry be able to affign one ? 

But it feems our Troops in this Cafe would be com 
parable to the. National_Troops we had on foot in the 
late War. Well, and what if the Neceflity be as great 
or greater? During the late War all the Powers of £u- 
rope were engaged fome Way or other. In the North, 
Ruffia, Denmark, and Poland, were engaged in a War 
againft Sweden ; We could therefore fufpect no Danger 
from any of thefe. France was our only avowed Enc- 
my, and againft him we had the Afiiflance of very 
powerful Allies. The Confederates had conftantly a 
numerous Army in Flanders ; the Germans threaten’d 
h m on one Side, the Duke of Savoy on the other , in 
Spain he had his Hands full ; fo that we were at leaft 
fecure from any hafty or unforefeen Invafion, which 
might have been miuch better attempted on the firtt 
Breach of a Peace. At prefent we are engaged in a War 
which requires fome Land-Forces now, and may require 
mors. ‘Thofe who obje& to thefe Augmentations, ad. 
mit that we have Grounds to be jealous of France, who 
has no Enemies upon her, and who muft attack us 
before fhe can have any. Add to this, that the Mi- 
niiiry who managed that glorious War were aclu- 
ally cenfured for this Step, which fome People now , 


commend. Let us confider the Confequence of this; 
lf thefe Malecontents were then right, our Cenfurers 
are plainly in the wrong ; but if the Objedtions of fuch 
as then pretended to be Patriots were ill-grounded, why 
may not more modern Objections be ill-grounded too ? 
The only Reply that can be made to this is, that there 
is a wide Difference between the Number of Troo 
then kept up at Home, and now; and what lei. 
this deferves, let any reafonable Man judge, provi 

he recollects how large a Body of Forces we had in 
Flanders, and how expeditioufly they might have been 
recalled from thence. 

It isan odd Objection that fome People make, that 
we formerly augmented our Forces without finding 
Occafion to employ them : Ought we then to thirit for 
the Blood of our Fellow-Subjects, or to be angry that 
fuch Evils as are with Probability feared, do not come 
to pais ? Was itever objected to any Miniftry but the 
prefent, that their Precautions had the defir'd Effect ? 
But to put this Matter out of Doubt : The Advice of 
fome People was followed immediately after the Peace of 
Refwick ; which was one great Reafon why Europe was 
fo foon plunged in another bloody and vexatious War. 
Their Advice was followed again {oon after the Peace 
of Utrecht, and to that we owed the Rebellion. Can 
we doubt then whether it is better to prevent Dangers 
by providing againft them, or to coust them, by fool- 
ifhly pretending to defpife them ? There is no Man, I 
fuppofe, but will admit, that how much foever Aog- 
mentations may <oft, they are much le(s Evi's than in- 
vafions ; and therefore I can fee no Reafoa for treating 
the Miniltry fo harfhly, for chufing out of Two Evils 
the leait, even if we fuppofe chat lefler Evil a great 
one. 

The Augmentations which have from time to time 
been made, have been no longer kept on foot, than till 
they anfwered the Ends for which they were made, 
which furely to any impartial Perfon muft appear a 
ftrong Reafon for trufting the Miniitry with the prefent 
Augmentation. ‘To this we may add, that none of our 
Forces have ever acted in fuch a Manner as to give the 
leaft Umbrage to the Civil Magiftrate, but on the con- 
trary have frequently affifted in fupporting the Laws of 
the Land againft a tumultuous Rabble, indigent thro’ 
their own IJdlenefs, and feditious thro’ the diflemtinatir Zz 
pernicious Principles deftructive of ail Government, Ly 
the Diftribution of Crafi/men, Common Senfes, Cham- 
pions, and other Libels. The firil is a Fact needs no 
Proof, fince even the Enemies of the Adminiftration 
own it ; and as to the latter, we may appeal to the Ma- 
giftrates of Briffol, Newcafile, Norwich, &c. and to the 
Freedoms granted to feveral Officers by different Corpo- 
rations, for protecting their Perfons and Properties from 
the brutal Rage of a lawle{s and intraftable Mob. Thus 
fetting Clamours afide, and relying upon Faéts, we can- 
not but perceive, that good and peaceable Subjeéts have 
nothing to fear from Forces railed by Confent of Par- 
liament, under his Majefty’s moft happy Adminittration. 

That the Maxims of our Policy have varied accordin 
to the Ciscumftances of Times and the Conduét of otl.er 
Potentates to us is fo far from being a Blemith, that it 
ought rather to be confidered as an Excellence in the 
Management of thofe, who for many Years paft have 
been at the Helm. If Reafon did not convince us of 
this, Experience might, for we have feen fome other 
States brought into great Diflrefs by purfuing fuch Coun- 
cils as were not fuited tothe Times. Yet there want 
not fome who to expofe the prefent Augmentation fup- 

ofed to be made with a View to the Affiftance of the 
Houfe of Auftria, mention that in 1727, when we were 
engaged in an Alliance with France againft the late Em- 
‘peror, as if there was any real Inconfiftency in arming 
againft a Power who threatens us, and affitting the fame 
Power when returned to a right Way of thinking, ard 
feeking Help from its natural Allies. Queen Edizabeth 
wilely affifted France againft the Houfe of Aufria. But 
Cromauell, how much foever fome Folks may commend 
him, acted weakly in fiding with the fame Power 
againft Spain. Our paft and our prefent Conduct thew, 
that our Adminiltration have this Nation’s Happi- 
nefs only in View, and not the making Court to any 
great Family abroad, by giving implicitly into all cheir 
Undertakings. If we armed againit the Houle of 4z- 
firia, it was in conflequence of an Alliance made by 
them againit us; and if we now arm for them, it is 
becaufe we are bound fo to do, as well in refpeet to our 
own Intereft as by Treaties. 

That che prefcnt Spirit of Murmuring does not rile 
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higher than the Adininifiration, and that the People 
have never been taught to eniertain any Opinions in 

compatible with the Duty and Refpe& they owe their 
Sovereign, is what a growing Faélion will navarally 
fuggelt, to prevent the Crown from confidering their 
Auempts in a juft Light. But, that Pretences of this 
suit have been formerly made with equal Solemnity and 
Infinserity will appear from the Brit Hiltory, elpe- 
cially by Comparing a certain Remonftrance preiented to 
King Charles 1. and a Paper which I have lately feen. 
And -that this Method of arguing is particularly juit in 
our times, will be made apparent by looking on an Even- 
ing Paper dated Feb. 12, 1741, wherein George, King 
is put for K-— G —-. This is taken notice of only as 
the latefi, for a moderate Volume would fearce hold the 
Perfonalisies in the Crafi/man, from the famous Fpiltle 
on ReGicws in the Dawn of the prefent Reign down to 
this very Day. 

It‘is a Matter of great and of jult Surprize that the 
Tranfadtions jn 1704 fhould be mention'd to throw an 
Odiunt on prefent Mentures. If it was then glorious 
to thittk of faving the Empire by Exng//> Troops, why 
fhould it not be to now? It feems there were in that 
Year but a fmal! Number of regular Forces left in 
this Tfland, which, confidermg the Circumitances our 
Enemies were in, and the kieers we had at Sea, but 
above all, contid: ring the vaft Expence we were at, the 
Minifiry were content with. Ay, but fo were not other 
People. Fora certain Spee. Lb. making Peer, ever famous 
for diflurbing all Adminittrations, declared in the Houfe, 
that he had fomething of the higheit Concern to the 
Nation to communicate, and a Day being a‘lign’d, he 
made a long Harangue or rather InveCtive againit the 
Minifter, glancing ftrongly at the defencelefs State of 
the Nation ; and a few 4 ears afterwards this very Cir- 
cumftance was improved into a formal Charge againft 
the Mindtry in general, and againft the Treafurer Go- 
dolphin in particular, as if he intended to favour at leatt, 
if not fo invite a French Invafion. ‘That his Condué 
as things were then circumitanced was extremely 
right, the Praifes now beflow’d upon him fally prove, 
as they alfo do that Envy and not Publick Spirit influ- 
enced his Oppofers. May not Pofterity fay the fame 
thing of ‘us, with this additional Refleétion, that we 
finned not only againit the Light of Reafon, but that of 
} xperience alto ? 





Laft Saturday arrived a Mail from Holland, and Ye- 
flerday one from France, and another from Flanders. 


Mofow, Jan. 20. 
Hamas Kouli Kan, who after his Return from his 
Expedition againfl the Mogul fludy’d which way 
to punifh the Usbeck Tartars, (who for feveral Years 
have endeavour'd to thwart his Defigns and excite the 
Perfians to a Rebellion) did in O&tober laft fend an Ar- 
my againit them of 30,000 Men, under one of his beft 
Generals, who having defeated the Usbecks in two 
ritcht Battles, took their Capital the Great City of Bo- 
chara by Storm, which was plunder’d by the Soldiers 
for three Days, and afterwards with all its fumptuous 
Baths, Mofques, &c. reduc’d to Afhes. The Booty on 
this Occafion was exceeding great, what with the Goods 
found in the Merchants Quarter, and the Kan’s Trea- 
fure, which he had not time to fave. Bocharia is the 
Sogdiana and Baftriana of the Ancients, lying between 
Perfia, the Mogul’s Country, and that of the Calmucks 
Tributaries to Ruffia. We hear that after the Deftruc- 
tion of the Capical the Perfian Army had entirely redu- 
ced to the Obedience of Kouli Kan the whole Country, 
which is 1¢0 German Leagues in length and 140 in 
breadth, being the moft populous, beit cultivated and 

mott fertile Part of all Great Tartary. 

Petersburg, Jan. 31. Letters from Ifpahan fay, that 
about the Clofe of November laft Kouli Kan fet out for 
Tauris, there to put himfelf at the Head of an Army of 
200,000 Men, in order to march and attack Bagdad. 
Mean tume the Court has receiv’d from Mofcow a Con- 
firmation of his having taken the City and Country of 
Grand Bochara, which makes him a nearer Neighbour 
to Ruffia than before, becaufe it bounds on the Calmucks 
Country and is but a {mall Diftance from Ohrenbourg, 
the firft Place where there is a Ruffian Garrifon. 

The Defenfive Alliance that has been fome time in 
Treaty with the King of Proflia is juft concluded, by 
which they are engaged to furnifh each other State with 
12000 Men in cafe that either is attrack’d. An Engineer 
is gone by Order of Court to Siberia there to build a 
Houle (500 Miles beyond Tobolsky) for the Duke of 
Courland and all his Family ; the Commiffioners ap- 
pointed to examine the Duke have reported him deli- 
rious, Which is confirm'd by Dr. Smith the Phyfician 
appointed to attend him, with this Addition, that he 
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vorrited Blood, and that ‘twas not fuppofed he could | 


live long. The Vele Marhhal de Munich, who was in 
great Danger, 15 recover'd. «. 4 

Vienna, Feb. 8. N.S. ’Tis now faid that we loft 
600 Men in the Aétion at Groetfch, and we expect 
every Moment to hear that the Pruffians | 
mia and Moravia under Contribution. Mean time the 
Queen of Hungary has refolv’d to take fome thoufand 
Heffians into her Service, and the Bifhops and other 
great Men of Hungary have offer'd to furnifh her with 
a confiderable Body of Huflars at their own Expence. 

Paris, Feb. 11. O.S. An Exprefs is fent to London 
with Orders to M. Buffy our Minifter at that Court to 
complain of the Attack and Seizure of the Marquis de 
Chavagnac’s Barca-longa by Capt. Herbert Commander 
of an Englifh Man of War for refufing to ftrike and fut- 
fer his Veflel to be fearch’d. Admiral Vernon's Con- 
duét on this Occafion is much commended here, who 
when he knew all the Circumftances blam’d Capt. Her- 
bert, fent a Letter to the Governor of St. Domingo to 
tell him how forry he was for the Captain’s inconiide- 
rate Conduét, but that it was not for him but for his 
Sovereign to determine the Matter; that in the mean 
time as the Veffel was much damag’d he had order’d it 
to be repair’d at Jamaica whither it was carried, and 
that as foon as it was fit to put to Sea he would fend it to 
St. Domingo. We hear alfo that Admiral Vernon gave 
Order that the Marquis and his Crew fhould be civilly 
treated while they were oblig’d to ftay at Jamaica; which 
Inftance of the Admiral’s Behaviour adds mightily to 
the Efteem that had been conceiv'd of him here before 
on account of his Bravery.

This and the Orders to 
the Bavarian Troops to halt, who were on the March to 
Tirol, induce a Belief that the Court of Munich will] ac- 
commodate Matters amicably with that of Vienna.

by asking the Advice of Parliament on every import- 
ant Step he takes. Upon their Addreffes he makes 
War, and their Addrefles have pointed out the Terms 
Of Peace. In France, the Parliament meddle not in 
thefe Matters ; their Concurrence in any Meafure is a 
Matter of Form only, in which they are direéted by the 
Court. This fufficiently proves the Difference between 
the State of that Nation and ours; that is, in plain 
Engle, they neither are nor pretend to be free, while 
the People of Britain claim Liberty as their Birth- 
right, and have the Satisfaction of feeing the warmett 
Friends of Freedom furrounding the Throne. This 
being apparently the Cafe, one cannot but wonder at 
the Madnefs of fome Men, who would infinuate that 
our Government is growing like that of France; a 
Thing which can never be feared while they remain 
out of Power. | 

But it feems the Capital Reafon why fome People are 
alarmed at this Augmentation is, the Influence it may 
have on Parliament. But before any Credit can be given 
to this, we mult confider which has the greateft Air of 
Probability, that this Augmentation is made purely in 
regard to our own Circumttances, and the Circumftances 
of Exrope, which have been very lately altered by Acci- 
dents no human Wifdom could forefee ; or whether the 
falling out of thefe things fo near a new Eleétion hath 
not furnifhed the Enemies of the Adminiftration with a 
Pretence that this Augmentation is to be made with a 
View to influence. We are fometimes told that Men in 
Power want Forefight, want Intelligence, want Know- 
ledge in foreign Affairs, but now it feems their Skill ex- 
tends not to Policy only, but to Prophecy. They knew 
by Calculation that the Deaths of the Emperor and the 
Czarina, the Invafion of Si/efa, the Petenfions of Spain 
to his !mperial! Majefty’s Dominions, and the Claims of 
fome other Princes would precede the laft Seffions of the 
prefent Parliament, and they provided accordingly. 
Wonderful indeed ! 

Nay it feems they were fo wife as to forefee fome- 
thing of the fame Nature a little before the laft Eleétion, 
which induced them to make a very confiderable Aug: 
mentation then, with the very fame View. This ap- 
pears.plainly from that Augmentation’s being made, by 
that very Method, which thofe who oppefe them would 
prefcribe now to prevent Influence; fo that it feems Me- 
thodsas well as every thing elfe may change their Nature, 
and be right or wrong in fome People’s Eyes, according 
as they are purfued or not purfued by thofe in the Adm- 
niftration. If Commiflons were given to Strangers, to 
Men of mean Birth, no Fortune, mere Men of the 
Sword, nothing can be more certain than that a general 
Outcry would be raifed thereupon, and the old Term 
of mot confiding, be revived. But if beftowigg Com- 
mands on Gentlemen who have Properties, and thereby 
difcouraging fuch as are ftiled Soldiers of Fortune, be a 
Conduét as much or more blameable in the Crown, it 
follows, that we muft have no Army at all, whatever 
Neceflities require one. It is eafy for a wife and ho- 
neft Minii:ry to guard againft fuch Meafures as may give 
juft Offence to a brave and wife Nation; but hitherto 
even Providence itfelf hath never quieted repineing Spi- 
rits, but we have~always had amongft us fomé gloomy 
Men who could miftake Moderation for Lukewarmnefs, 
and conitrue National Bleflings into Marks of Divine 
ee erste 

Such People are fo wholly governed by their Preju- 
dices, that they are blind alike to Reafon and Expe- 
rience. Whoever will confider the two great Events 
which happened in this Country, fomewhat lefs than a 
Century ago, and will give themfelves Time to reflect, 
will not need many Arguments to perfuade them of the 
good Intentions of Men now in Power. That Army 
which fubverted the Conftitution by turning their Arms 
upon their Mafters, were fitted for this bad Purpofe by 
removing all fuch Officers as had Seats in Parliament, 
except fuch as had thofe Purpofes in view. Whereas 
the Army which faved us at the Revolution, by refufing 
to fight for the King againit the People, was officered 
by Men who had large Properties and many of them 
Seats in Parliament. ‘Thefe are Faéts which as no Man 
can conteft, fo one would think no Man in his Senfes 
could doubt which Sort of Officers would be moft expe- 
dient, while there is nothing elfe in view than ufing the 
Army for the Defence of the Nation and its Freedom, 

ing the Balance of Power in Europe. 

On the weil, if his Majefty’s good Subjects will but 
remember, that throughout his whole Reign they have 





for the fame Length of Time, under any, even of our 
greateft Princes, that the prefent War was fo far ftom 
being a Contrivance of the prefent Miniftry, that it has 
been publickly afferted that the People would have de- 
clared againft them, if War had not been declared againtt 
Spain; that all Augmentations have been made, only 
| as Exigencies required, and that there is no Inftance that 
fuch of their Fellow-fubjects as ferve his Majefty with 
their Swords have fhewn the leaft Want of Duty to the 
Laws, it is impoflible they fhould entertain any Appre- 
heniions from the Army, or ever be drawn to imagine 
that its Difcipline depends on having any particular 
Men in Command, and not on the Loyalty which the 
Soldiers owe their King, and that Love and Fidelity 
which they have and ought to have towards their Coun- 
try, and its Conftitution. 

Thefe are Sentiments worthy of free Britons, becaufe 
they are fuch as tend to maintain them in the Pofleffion 
of Liberty and Property, attended by Peace and Plenty. 
Whereas fuch Notions as infpire them with a reftlefs 
Oppofition to the mildeft Government maft be ditated 
by a Spirit of Faction, in hopes of drawing private Ad- 
vantages from publick Confufion.

. They wiite from Breflau, Feb. 10. That the Gari 
fon of Great Glogaw has made another Sally upon the 
Troops that form the Blockade and kili'd 20 or 30 of 
their Men; that the King of Pruffia being inform’d 
while he was there of fome Circumftances attending the 
latg Affailination of Major Sinclair in his Return from 
Cobantinople to Stockholm, order’d Search to be made 
afier fix Perfons in the Difguife of Ruffian Soldiers who 
were known to have purfued the Major to Chriflian- 
ftadt; and if it be true as they fay that the Taylor who 
made their Cloaths is arreiled, we may probably hear 
more of this Matter than was expecied ; that the King 
of Pruffia,has fent fome Proteitant Divines into Silefia 
to preach the Gofpel there, who began their Work in 
feveral Towns on the 26th ult. and they ufe a Prayer of 
his Majéfty‘s own compofing. 

They have at Hanover Copies of Part of a Letter faid 

to have been written by the King of Pruffia to feveral 
Princes of the Empire, wherein he exprefles himlelf 
thus: ‘ The Prejudices conceived againit me for this 
* Silefian Expedition don’t at all furprize me, it being 
what/l expected; nor am I inclind to think the lefs 
favourably of, the’Equity of thofe Princes who have 
imparted their Refleetions to me_upon that Head ; 
nay I flatter myfelf that when they know the Bottom 
of the Affair, they will do more Juftice to the Steps 
I have taken. Therefore having thus much to truft 
to, dnd being hor to be difpirited by any trifling Dan- 
ger, I perfiit in my Refolution to finifh what 1 have 
begun, &c. 
Letters of the 4th N.S. from Rome fay, the Pope 
has fent a Circular Letter to all the Roman Catholick 
Princes, earncitly recommending it to them to put a 
Stop to the Progrefs of the Pruffians in Silefia, with 
Diipatch and Vigour; not only for the Sake of the 
Houfe of Auftria but of the Catholick Faith, for fear 
it fhould be wafh’d out of their Dominions by an Inun- 
dation of Herefy, which he fays has already fpread but 
too far. He exhorts the Electors to chufe the Great 
Duke of Tufcany for their Emperor. 

Thofe of the 7th from Stockholm fay, the Rumours 
of a {peedy Alteration to be in the Miniftry there are 
vanithed. 

The Nobility of the Milanefe have refolv'd to raife 
four Regiments of 1200 Men each, for the Service of 
the Queen of Hungary, at their own Charge. 

The Eleétors of the Empire are now confidering 
whether it will not be proper to put off the Choice of 
an Emperor 3 or 4 Months longer, to give Time for 
the removing of fome Difficulties that are flarted about 
the Ele@ion; and the Eleflor of Mentz has alfo con- 
falted the Great Duke of Tufcany upon this Head. 

Letters of the 17th from Hambourg fay, the Duke 
of Mecklembourg hopes at this Jun@ure to be reftor'd 
to his Dominions, and that he fhall have the Intereft 
of the King of Pruflia, and other Families, to obtain 
them. 

Letters of the 11th N.S. from Vienna fay, the 
Court has agreed with the Turks for prolonging the 
Treaty of Belgrade for 7 Years more. 

A Marriage is talk'd of between the Princefs Daugh- 
ter to Prince William of Hefle-Caffel, and the Land- 
grave of Hefie- Darmftadt’s Eldeft Son, which will en- 
urely accommodate the Differences {till fabfifting be- 
tweeti the two Families, relating to the Succeflion of 
Haeau.
